As details of Amundsen’s exploit in flying to within approxi­ 
mately less than 200 miles of the North Pole began to reach the 
public, the feat was received as a national triumph. 
The Norwegian parliament paid tribute to Amundsen and 
adopted a resolution to forward congratulations to the explorer. 
Advices here describe Amundsen, Ellsworth and the other 
five members of the party as greatly fatigued and with bloodshot 
eyes. They arrived at King’s Ray on the fishing boat Sjoeliv.

W E have always liked lo read Alvah Eastman’s edit iriala in 
the St. Cloud Daily J ourns 1-Press aud recently we noticed how 
he covered both sides in the argument over evolution. 
Here is 
what Alvah said one day: 
“The Lutheran Synod comes out four square for accepting the 
Bible as its authority, with no ifs or ands, and having faith in 
the accuracy of its statements as to the creation of tin* world and 
mankind. 
Whether one can go quite that far or not, he ut least 
should respect the honest convictions of so worthy people as the 
Lutheran clergy. 
“After all, what one believes about the way God made tin* 
world has very little if any influence on his or her life. 
One of 
the most godly and useful men of tin* world was the* lab* General 
Booth| creator of the Salvation Army. 
He believed that the 
heavens and the earth, the sun and the moon, and ‘(he stars also’ 
with all the inhabitants of the earth, were created in six days of 
24 hours each, Some six thousand years ago. 
Few people* even 
among the fundamentalists would agree with him, but all respect 
his character and his zeal in making the world i>etter, and his 
uplift of the unfortunate. Just why so much fuss is made against 
tamest souls seeking to read the history of the earth from the un­ 
disputed record God Himself made in its seas, land, and inhabi­ 
tants, is one of real curiosity of the human mind.” 
And the next day Alvah ran this reprint on the evolutionary 
theory, taken from the New York Herald-Tribune, which iii a 
veiled way in its opening paragraph draws attention lo William 
Jennings Bryan:

Perhaps because It Is the most Im­ 
port ant, the putting grip bas not yet 
been mentioned, 
The reason for this 
omission Is that the natural putting 
grip 
Is the best; provided of cour-**; 
that 
It takes tile club back and 
for­ 
ward at right angles to the line. 
It 
will he well, however, to test out some 
of the recognized gript. 
It Is best to begin with your natural 
grip, whether 
the two-V grip, the Var* 
don 
or the Interlocking. 
And 
now 
comes a radical statem ent: 
The grip 
tise*l in driving cannot he used without 
change In putting. The reason Is that 
th*? club must come up In the middle 
of the left palm Instead of lying along 
the base of the lingers. 
In order to 
keep the face of the putter at right 
angles, the positions of flu* hands on 
the shaft mast he chang***!. 
Move the 
left hand u trifle to the left nm! the 
right hand toward the right. 
You may 
find that this must he continued until 
the hands are on opposite sides of the 
shaft. The only possible method Is to 
test this out until the right positions 
are found, 
It rnny be that the hest po­ 
sition will he with the left hand well 
down on the left side of the shaft and 
the rigid hand comparatively near the 
top. 
The putter must be grasped only with 
a firm enough grip to control It. 
A 
tight grip will certainly Interfere with 
the wrist action, the only one there 
should he during the putting swing. 
The chances are that this will he a 
two-handed 
grip, 
both 
hands 
and 
wrists doing an equal share of the 
work. 
This could he chang***) some- 
u hat by extending the right fore-flnger 
down the shaft and letting that linger 
d*» the major part of the work. 
Sev­ 
eral notably good putters, Including 
Walter J. Travis, use this method, but 
It never has become popular. 
Perhaps 
a hefter suggestion Is to make the grip 
more left-handed by overlapping two 
or even all the fingers of the right 
hnnd over the left. This Is very effec­ 
tively used by many fine putters. Per­ 
haps the best suggestion of all, hnw- 
ever, Is to make th** putt right-handed. 
using a grip flint will be described In 
another article.

Life was never dull In TsVvuda in 
the sixties, 
lf then* wasn’t trouble 
among the rough characters of the 
silver mining camps, the Piute In­ 
dians could always he counted upon 
to lift a few scalps and burn some 
cabins. 
Early in is*}*) they bud been 
so active that the settlers bud to ap­ 
peal i«i California for help. 
Several hundred volunteers immedi­ 
ately rode <ncr from the gold camps 
to help their .silver-mining brethren. 
But more important was a force of 
1.50 regulars from Alcatraz Island, 1***1 
by ( ’apt.

•Nixth Infantry, which took the field 
and formed the nucleus for a force of 
SOO men that kept after tho Indians 
until they were brought to bay near 
Pyramid lake.

So "Pony Bob” took his place 
and this resulted In his famous ride 
of 380 miles with scarcely l l hours 
rest from the time he started until 
his Job of “getting the mail through” 
w as done, over evety mile of which 
he was in constant danger of death. 
By 1S72 the troubles with the Pi­ 
utes wen* definitely over, the Pony 
express was a thing of the past. the 
garrison at Fort Churchill w as with­ 
drawn and its career as the protector 
of an infaut state was at an end.

8-— Putting Grip*. 
Perhaps because it is the most im­ 
portant, the putting grip bas not yet 
been mentioned. 
The reason for this 
omission Is that the natural putting 
grip Is the best; provided of course 
thut it takes tile club back and for­ 
ward at right angles to the line. 
It 
will be well, however, to test out some 
of the recognized grips. 
It Is hest to begin with your natural 
grip, whether the two-V grip, the Var- 
don 
or 
the interlocking. 
And 
now 
comes a radical statement: 
The grip 
used in driving cannot be used without 
change In putting. 
The reason Is that 
the club must come up In the middle 
of the left pulm instead of lying along 
the base of the fingers. 
In order to 
keep the face of the putter at right 
angles, the positions of the hands on 
the shaft must be changed. 
Move the 
left hand a trifle? to the left and the 
right hand toward the right. 
You may 
find thut this must he continued until 
the hands are on oppe»slte side's of the 
shaft. 
The only possible method is to 
te*st this out until the right positions 
are found. 
It may be that the hest po­ 
sition will be with the left hand well 
down on the left side of the shaft and 
the right hand comparatively near the 
top. 
The putter must be grasped only with 
a firm enough grip to control it. 
A 
tight grip will certainly interfere with 
the wrist action, the only one there 
should he during the putting swing. 
The chances are that this will he a 
two-handed 
grip, 
both 
hands 
and 
wrists doing an equal share of the 
work. 
This could he changed some­ 
what by extending the right fore*-flnger 
down the shaft ard letting that finger 
d(» the major part of the work. 
Sev­ 
eral notably good putters. Including 
Walter J. Travis, use this method, but 
It never has become popular. Perhaps 
a better suggestion Is to make the grip 
more left banded by overlapping two 
or even all the fingers of the right 
hand over the left. This Is very effec­ 
tively used by many fine putters. 
P e r 
bai*s the hest suggestion of all, how­ 
ever. Is to tnuke the putt right-handed, 
using a grip that will he described In 
another article,

W h e n the Piutes Rode 
the W a r Trail 
Life was never dull in Nevada in 
tin* sixties, 
lf there wasn't trouble 
arming the rough characters of the 
silver mining camps, the Piute In­ 
dians could always be counted upon 
to lift u few scalps Simi burn some 
cabins. 
Fairly in ISHO they bad bee*n 
so active that the se’ttlers had to ap­ 
peal to California for help. 
Several hundred volunteers immedi­ 
ately rode* over from th** ge*ld camps 
to help their silver-mining brethren. 
But more important was a force of 
150 regulars from Alcatraz island, led 
by ( ’apt. Jasper Stewart »>f the Third 
artillery and ( ’apt. E. F. Flint of the 
•Sixth Infantry, which t<»ok tile field 
and formed the nucleus fe»r a force e*f 
son men that kept after the Indians 
until they were brought to bay near 
Pyramid lake. 
There a three-hour 
battle was fo u g h t on June 3, and the 
Indians were defeated. 
The soldiers remained in the region 
untl) the middle of July and put in 
their time by building Fort Churchill 
on the Citrson river. 3 5 m ile s below 
Carson City. 
This fort was the most 
Important of several that were built 
In the territory and when the Piutes 
broke out again in lStl2 it was made 
military headquarters for the Third 
California volunteers, under the com­ 
mand of Colonel Conners, command­ 
ant of the military district of Utah 
and Nevada. 
For the next six years 
the Piutes kept up a desultory war­ 
fare and expeditions were constantly 
being sent out from Fort Churchill 
against them so that It is no over­ 
statement to say that the settlement 
e*f Nevada might have been delayed 
for many years hut for this fort. 
Fort Churchill is also noted for its 
connection with another historic occa­ 
sion. 
It was on the route of the 
Pony 
express 
and 
one 
day 
when 
‘‘Pony Boh" Haslam, one of the rid­ 
ers, arrived at Fort Churchill, the 
man who was to carry the pouches 
on to the next station was unable to 
go. 
So "Pony Bob” took his place 
and this resulted In his famous ride 
of 380 miles with scarcely ll hours 
rest from the time he started until 
his Job of "getting the mall through” 
was done. over every mile of which 
he was in constant danger of death. 
By 1S72 tho troubles with the IM- 
utes wore definitely over, the Pony 
express was a thing of the past, the 
garrison at Fort Churchill was with­ 
drawn aud Its career as the protector 
of an lnfaut state was at an end.
